TORt)NTO (CP) - The 
fodersi government Tuesday 
won an appeal against a court 
ruling quashing a deportation 
ortler against a Chinese 
mother from Hong Kong, who 
gave birth to a aon while visit¬ 
ing in Ottawa. 

The appeal was against Mr. 
Justice J. M. King's ruling that 
the infant waa a Canadian 
citizen and should not be 
separated from his ntother. 

The Ontsrio Court of Appeal 
said Mr. Justice King had no 
jurisdiction to hear the cese 
against Louie Yuet Sun, the 
mother.

Tiny^ Tasty Turnips 


By N. V. CHESNirr. FBBS 

A lot of homo gardeners don't like 
turnips and never kother to grow 
them. 1 think this stems from the 
fact that turnips are usually looked 
upon as a winter vegetable^aome- 
thing yod eat when there isn't any* 
thing better around. But if pulled 
young, when no larger than a tehnis 
ball, well-grown turnips almost melt 
in the mouth. 

They are never hot nor stringy at 
this young stage and are easy to 
grow, quick to cook and excef^nally 
rich in 'calcium, iron and vitamin C. 
Even the tops are good, coolied Hke 
spinarH, and >ust sa well endowed as 
spinach with iron and vitamin A. 

There are two types of turnip, the 
nitabaya or Swede, for fall and win¬ 
ter uae. and the white or purple- 
lopped summer turnip, actually first 
cousin to a radish. Of the rutabagas, 
by far the best to my mind is Alta 
Sweet, bred hy Mr. Slmonette of Ed¬ 
monton by crossing a summer turnip 
with a .Swede.

Two problems which must ha 
overcome before turnips are grown 
succesafully are the flea beetle and 
high soil temperatures. The fiivt can 
be contrcrfled by dusting tho top 
gtowth regulajiy with an all-purpooe 
garden dust, plus a little hepUctilor 
or aldrin in the soil to keep down 
maggota The latter can be overoome 
simply by growing your tdrnipe in 
light shade—for Instance, ofl the 
north side of a row of com or tome 
such tall growing crop. 

It is a good idea. too. to dig in a 
fair amount of dampened peat n>oes 
into the turnip row. as this holds 
moisture Hke a sponge and belpe keep 


tete a prrtty heavy diuwing sbuut 
one cupful of hydrated Umt to each 
running yard of row. spreading k In 
a 12-inch strip or twice this much If 
pulverized limestont to ussd.
